ROMAN CATHOLIC EXCURSION. 


The excursion party of Roman Catholic 
prelates and dignitaries, of whom mention 
was made a short time ago, arrived per spe- 
cial train, at 6, p.m., on Friday. They 
were met at the station by the town coun- 
cil of Edmonton and a large number of 
Roman Catholic citizens. An address of 
welcome, from the town council, was read 
by the town clerk, A. G. Randall, and pre: 
sented by Mayor McCauley. N, D. Beck 
read an address from the English speaking 
Catholics of Edmonton, and Geo. Roy  an- 
other addres from the French speaking Ca- 
tholies, Archbishop Tache replied to the 
addresses in English and French in the or- 
derin which they were presented. Dinner 
at the Hotel Edmonton followed, at which 
the mayor and council were entertained. 
The party then crossed the river and spent 
the night at St. Joachim’s mission, Edmon- 
ton, the guests of Rev. Father Fouquet. 


On Saturday morning a number of the 
prominent citizens of St. Albert arrived and 
accompanied the party to that place. At 
St. Albert bridge they were met by a 
mounted party of the halfbreed residents of 
St. Albert and formally escorted to the 
Episcopal palace and from thence to the 
church, where a service was held and the 
Te Deum snng. Owing to illhess Arch- 
bishop Tache was unable to be present in 
the church, and upon the return of the 
party to the palace where he remained, ad- 
dresses of welcome were presentel to him 
by A. Prince, M.L.A. for St. Albert, on be: 
half of the French Catholic population of 
the district; by H. W. MeKenny on behalf 
of the English Catholic population; and 
by His Lordship bishop Grandin on behalf 
of the clergy of the diocese. A formal 
dinner followed at which a large number 
of invited guests were present. The re- 
mainder of the afternoon was spent in driv- 
ing around the settlement and admiring its 
natural beauties and advantages, 


On Sunday morning at 10 o'clock a 
procession of the bishops aud clergy 
proceeded from the palace to the cathedral 
where high mass was celebrated in the pie- 
sence of an immense cong-egation both of 
the locality and visitors from a distance, 
Bishop Latleche of Three Rivers, a former 
Northwest missionary, officiated, and 
Archbishop Tache, founder of St. Albert 
mission, oecupied the throne, and deliver- 
| ed an eloquent address in English and 
French, The service, music and ceremon- 
ial were the most splendid and perfect ever 
given in St. Albert. Bishop Lafleche 
delivered the sermon in the afternoon 
6 rvice,

The negotiations referred to at 
the last annual meeting looking to its earlier 
acquisition were discontinued because of the in- 
ability of the Calgary & Edmonton Company to 
fully comply with the terms named by your di- 
rectors, 

Three-fifths of the wealth of the United States 
is owned by one-twentieth of one per cent of the 
population. Land in the United Sates to the 
extent of 51,900,000 acres is owned in Great 
Britain, and two-third of the land mortgages 
are also owing there. 

Last year the CG. P. R. sold 72,674 acres of

IMMIGRANT SHED. 


The BuLLETIN is glad to be able to an- 
nounce that the government immigrant 
shed is now in progress of erection, near 
the railway station. The size of the build- 
ing is not very great, being 25x40, but it 
is at least an attempt to meet the exigencies 
of the case. At the same time a word as 
to the peculiar methods of the public works 
department in handling this small matter, 
may not be out of place. Last year as con- 
struction on the C. & E. railway neared 
Edmonton the influx of-immigrants increas- 
ed, and when the road was finally complet- 
ed, in August, and from that time onward 
it was apparent that the spring of °92 
would see a very much larger influx. Ed- 
monton had become the favorite point in 
the public mind, consequently many people 
would go there, and consequently the usual 
accommodation afforded immigrants would 
be needed. If the Ottawa government in 
general and the public works department 
in particular were not aware of these facts, 
they should have been ; and as a matter of 
fact must have been for the newspaper or- 
gans of the administration were particular- 
ly vociferous in announcing the glowing 
immigration prospects of the Northwest in 
general and the Edmonton district in parti- 
cular; pointing to this as a startling evid- 
ence of the energy and success of the 
government-—at whose crib they fed, This 
was all right, but the months rolled by and 
no preparation for receiving the expected 
hundreds or thousands immigrants was 
made, In February last the Bui erin took 
the liberty of calling public attention to 
the faet that no preparations had been 
made to receive the immigrants; that a shed 
was necessary and that it should be built. 
Sometime afterwards the government ar- 
chitect, resident in Calgary, appeared on 
the scene and announced that an immi- 
grant shed was to be erected at once, and 
privately asked for tenders for the erection 
of the same, The building was to be 25x50, 
one story, with small kitchen attached, the

GENERAL NEWS. 


Tue Chicago Canadian American has the fol- 
lowing item: ‘*Wyndom T. Spearin, C.E., of 
St. Mary’s, Ont., has been promoted to the posi- 
tion of inspector of land surveys for the State of 
Washington.” Mr. Spearin resided at Edmon- 
ton for several years. 

The census of religions in Canada gives the 
following figures ; Roman Catholics, 1,690,465 ; 
Methodists, 847,469; Presbyterians, 755,199 ; 
Church of England, 644,106 ; Baptists, 303,749; 
Lutherans, 63,670 ; Congregationalists, 28,155 ; 
Salvation army, 13,949. The proportions of 
the several leading denominations are; Roman 
Catholics, 41.42; Methodists, 17.11; Presby- 
terians, 15.64; Church of England, 13.35 ; Bap- 
tists, 6.86 per cent. 

A cyclone occurred at the Island of Mauritius 
in the Indian ocean, on April 29th, by which 
15,000 people were killed. About 800 lives 
were lost in the capital city of Port Louis alone. 
Vessels were borne inland on the crest of the 
tremendous waves and left stranded far from 
the coast. First reports placed the loss of life 
at 1,100, but the London Times places it at 15,- 
000. Many vessels were wrecked and 
the crews, mostly Europeans, were lost. The 
loss of life inland was chiefly amongst Africans 
Hindoos,. Chinese and Malagasys. 

President Van Horne’s party reached Calgary 
on Sunday last abcut 3:15, p.m., and at once 
went south to High river over the C. & E. track 
south, They made the trip to High river and 
back, 80 miles, in 3 hours, getting back to Cal- 
gary at 7:30. The party drove around Calgary 
in cariages the same evening, left for Bantt and 
the coast at 8:30 on Monday morning, The 
Herald says it was learned from the party that 
a stone station would be built at Calgary this 
season ; that work on the C. & E. south will be 
resumed in June and that some work will be 
done on the line through the Crow’s Nest Pass. 
Aliso that there was no truth in the report that 
the C, P. R. would take over the Lethbridge 
railway.
